It looks like Mayor Ray Toft has started, 
not only, emulating President Reagan, but is 
implementing his champaign promise to cut 
spending in Antioch. 

The first sign of serious budget cutting in 
the new Toft administration came last week 
when Walt Shepard's job as superintendent 
at public works was eliminated. 

Shepard, who is on 30 days notice, was ap- 
pointed to that job in 1974 by Bob Wilton and 
continued in the same capacity under Mike 
Haley. ■ '--.- = ' . ^ _ 

With the job soon to be non-existent, no one 
~wiirbe~appointed-to-take-Shepard's-place,_, 
said Toft. 

According to the mayor, "I don't think that 
Antioch needs a superintendent of public 
works. This has just saved the village the 



-$28,OO0annuaLsalaryjthat was being paid to 
Shepard." 

Toft added that actually more than that 
salary has-been cut from the budget, since 
Shepard had been slated for a raise in the 
area ol $2,000 per annum. 

The Haley administration had planned an 
eight to 10 percent salary increase for 
municipal employees in the upcoming, 
budget,. but under Ray Toft it will be a dif- 
ferent storyT^ ^ __ 

The new budget, expected to be completed 
by the first board meeting in July, is slated to 
give, at the most, approximately a six per- 
cent increase to those working for the 
_Yillage J _ 

The raises will vary slightly, according to 
department policy, with department heads 
getting flat salary increases, none exceeding

' "We're not letting this go down that easyi" 
said Antioch Chamber of Commerce 
President Mark Mc Kinney, in reference to 
the fact that the Antioch Village Board has 
agreed to agree to the issuance of industrial 
revenue bonds for the proposed K-Mart shop- 
ping complex. l : . 

McKinney said that Developer Dennis Ger- 
shenson has left a lot of important questions 
unanswered, stressing the one on what 
amount of the business slated to be brought 
in by the complex will be new business? 

"The village board also didn't do their 
homework,'-' said McKinney, adding, "They 
_canHgo_any place but the village of Antioch 
and they^wantlolocate in this area. " 

He then eliminated south of the village 
because of its closeness to the K-Mart in 
Round Lake.

Seemann, the only one on the board who 
cast a negative vote, said that he had found 
that the people he had talked to fell into three 
groups : those who felt that they had been had 
by the present merchants and had no sym- 
pathy for them; those that wanted the com-; 
-plex to come in but without the revenue bond 
subsidation; those that did hot want the com- 
plex but if it was inevitable, nixed the use of 
revenue bonds. 



Trustee Claudette Skvarce said- that most 
people she had talked to were in favor of the 
complex and Trustee Ron Cunningham said 
that he did not like the use of the bonds, but 
favored the bonds rather than have the com- 
plex go else where. - . ( . 

Mike Warren,, real estate agent that has 
been negotiating the purchase of the 14-and- 
a-half acres' that are held in a partial trust, 
said that construction financing was dif- 
ferent than it had been two years ago and it 
-was now-necessar y_ to find differen t methods 
to finance businesses.^ . ■ .. . . 

He also said that the developer would 
make an effort to purchase 50 percent of the 
supplies needed for the construction in An- 
tioch if possible. 

Gershenson said the building of the com- 
plex would be possible with the issuance" of 
the bonds, but he was not sure it could be 
done without them. 

He repeated that Antioch was the only 
sight that they were interested in\

The debate surrounding proposals for the 
Village of Antioch to issue Industrial 
Revenue Bonds 1 to help real estate 
developers bring a shopping center. to town 
turned into one of- the biggest controversies 
in a long time. In scope and significance, IRB 
. proposition outweighed the question of a full- 
time mayor with commensurate salary. 

One thing the IRB question did was provide 
a good opportunity for a great, deal of soul 
searching. As we indicated not long ago, An- 
tioch has looked into the mirror. One thing 
seen was less loyalty to local merchants than 
was previously thought. A surprisingly large 
^number of citizens view the advent of 
another shopping center as welcome com- 
petition and needed additional services. The 
look into the mirror showed flagging retail 
sales and a corresponding drop in retail sales 
tax revenue at a time when the village cof- 
fers need additional incomer The look also 
showed a soft side of Antioch's long standing 



position as'a retail shopping hub. t 

Our .sympathies lie with those who ex- 
pressed concern that major chain stores that 
will be the beneficiaries of the IRE'S and 
their special advantages should be able to 
stand on their own feet, and that utilization of 
IRB financing gives them an unfair ad- 
vantage. By definition, Industrial Revenue 
-Bonds - are— to help promote- industrial 
development. It could come to pass that the 
action in Antioch approving IRB financing 
for a shopping center will bring about the 
eventual demise of this type, of bonding as a 
growing number of influential citizens are 
advocating. 

In the final analysis, members of the An- 
tioch village board charged with making a 
decision, "counted votes." They assessed the 
feelings of the people and public opinion 
tlecidely was on the side of using IRB 
financing to pave the way for a commercial 
development on the north side of Antioch.
